Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 17-18 remain rejected as being based 
upon a defective reissue declaration under 35 USC 251. 

In response to applicant's request (1st paragraph on page 4) for clarification of why the Declaration is defective, the Declaration is defective 
because the stated error must list at least one error and relate the error to a specific claim in the reissue application and specific language 
in the claim wherein lies the error. For example, an error in the Declaration should be described as "The reissue application is entitled to the 
broadened scope of original claim 17. All of the claims in the patent require this limitation... Claim 17 as filed does not". For further 
clarification, please refer to rule 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and MPEP Section 1414 ll(C). 

In response to applicant's argument (2nd paragraph on Page 5), stating Lett fails to disclose charging means, the examiner respectfully 
disagrees. The examiner notes Lett teaches a user may choose the "watch" option from the subscriber terminal and watch a free preview of 
a selected program. Further disclosed, the user may be informed that to continue watching the selected pay-preview event, a purchase is 
required and the user is offered a purchase sequence (Col. 14, lines 53-61). The user may choose to skip the free preview or may choose 
to purchase and record the event. 
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
